Named By American Peace Commission 


This Afternoon For Philippines, 


$20,000,000 OFFERED FOR THE ISLANDS. 


The ^Proposition Is Spurned By the Spaniards 


and President Bios Kefuses to Continue 


Negotiations. Situation Is Critical.

Paris, Nov. 21—The Spanish-Ameri- 


can peace commissions met in joint 
session at 2 o'clock this afternoon. The 
Americans declared that the United 
States must have the entire Philippine 
archipelago, and for the treaty cession 
of the islands the Americans tendered 
to Spain $20,000,000. It is further de- 
clared that it is the purpose of the 
United States to maintain in the Philip- 
pine islands an open door to the world's 
commerce. 


On the terms named the United 


States proposes a mutual relinquish- 
ment of all claims for indemnity, nat- 
ional or personal, subsequent to the 
outbreak of the last Cuban insurrec- 
tion. 


November 28 was fixed as the date 


when the Americans desire a definite 
response to today's propositions, and 
all other subjects at issue here. 


It is also declared that the United 


States desires to treat of religious free- 
dom of the Caroline islands, as agreed 
between the United States and Spain 
in 1886, also the acquisition of one of 
the Caroline islands for an American 
naval station, and of cable landing 
rights in other places in Spanish juris- 
diction, and the revival 
of certain 


Spanish-American treaties as hereto- 
fore. 


Th* Americans also refused to a"- 


bitrate Article 3 of the protocol beari- - 
upon the future disposition and cont 
of the Philippines. 


President Rios of the Spanish pei. 


commission has refused to conti:, 
the negotiations. 


The commissions adjourned to ire 


on Wednesday, but it is not belie'- 
they will again come together. 


Washington, Nov. 21—The state c.

AMERICA STANDS FIRM. 


Justice In Demands l<j>t;ii Spulu Tern- 


pcred With Mercy. 


Washington, Nov. 21.—There was no 


meeting of the joint peace commissions 
Saturday. The first proposition from 
the United States commission to the 
Spaniards regarding the Philippine isl- 
ands was not a demand. To bring the 
subject under discussion the Americans 
merely submitted a proposal to take over 
the Philippine islands and reimburse 
Spain th* amount spent by her there for 
permanent betterments. 


Spain declined the terms and the pro- 


posal iUelf. 
Had she stopped there 


the United States would have been com- 
pelled to repeat the proposal as am ulti- 
matum, 
or to 
tender new terms. 


Spain, 
however, put 
off 
any 
con- 


sideration 
of 
terms 
by 
declaring 


that 
the 
United 
States 
had 
ro 


right to impugn her sovereignty in the 
Philippines; that, if her 
sovereignty 


there should pass, the mortgages she 
had placed on the Philippine revenue 
must be underwntten, and that her dig- 
nity forbade her to heed any questions 
as to how she spent th* loans so secured. 


The Americans patiently replied that 


the peace conference was charged with 
the disposition of the Philippines and 
the sovereignty there. They 1 <$ down 
the broad principle that expc:. 'e~ in- 
curred in a tftutite attempt at subjuga- 
tion should not be loaded upon the col- 
ony seeking freedom.

Boys' Sweaters 


LAMM IN BENNIN6TON JAIL, 


Taken There Saturday After Hearing in 


Springfield. Trial Next Week. 


Joseph T. Lamm, charged with the 


abduction of Miss Jennie Larkin of 
Benmhgton, Vt., and with bigamy, is 
now in the Bannington jail, where he 
was taken Saturday nif-ht. 
He Has 


not been arraigned yet, and it is prob- 
able that his- arraignment will be put 
off until both sides are ready for the 
hearing. This will probably be next 
week, and there is little doubt but that 
Lamm will plead not guilty. Lamm 
had little to say on his arrival in Ben- 
nlngton, and is leaving his case en- 
tirely with his lawyers. 


The hearing on the writ of habeas 


corpus which was Lamm's last stand 
against being taken to Vermont was 
held in Springfield Saturday. 
It was 


the first habeas corpus case in that 
court for a long' period, and excited 
much interest. 
Lamm's counsel took 


the ground that Lamm was not guilty 
of the offense of abduction and bigamy 
which are charged against him in 
Vermont, and also contended that while 
Lamm had married M. Jennie Larkin 
of Bennington, Vt., at Wflliamstown, 
he bad committed no crime in so doing 
and the marriage was perfectly legal 
and proper. The complaints state that 
Lamm has other wives, living, but Mr. 
Lathrop contended he was free 
to 


Justice Knowlton saw no reason why 


the 'papers of requisition should not be 
honored unless -there was an irregular- 
ity in them. If there was any irregu- 
larity in the papers, then there would 
be a question at stake as to whether or 
not the man could be taken out of the 
state, but otherwise he could see no 
reason for detaining 
him. 
Lawyer 


Lathrop, who was Lamm's cousel, ac- 
knowledged that the papers were all 
right and Justice Knowlton remanded 
Lamm back into the "Custody of Mr. 
Wright, who turned him over to Sheriff 
Wilson, who, with his prisoner, left for 
Vermont soon after.

For this dis- 
tance, tbe distance between Lake Tangan- 
yika and Lake Albert Edward, the Kongo 
Free State and German east Africa adjoin 
each other, contributing together a barrier 
of alien territory extending completely 
across the African continent. 


There Is little doubt that England, If a 


free hand be given her by the other Euro- 
pean powers and Abyssinia, will at no dis- 
tant d '• reconquer and hold all of tbe 
souther.. Egyptian provinces, thus secur- 
ing a clear field from the Nile's mouth to 
Lake Albert Edward. It Is the obtaining 
of the right of way across the 800 miles 
which separate Lake Albert Edward from 
Lake Tanganyika that hns IODK proved an 
untiolvable puzzle to the British govern- 
ment, 


"With this exception England holds un- 


interrupted domain northwardly through 
the Interior, from Cape Agulhns to the 
Kongo Free State and German East Afri- 
ca. In Cape of Good Hope the progress 
of railway building in tbe last quarter 
sentury has been marked.

The attention of the voters 


of North Adams is called to 
the following section of Chap- 
ter 548 of the Acts oi 1898, 
entilled "Provisions Apply- 
ing to all Caucuses of Political 
Parties:" 


Section 91. Notices for caucuses shall 
apply to all members of the political 
party calling tnem and to them only.

Said 
record shall be returned with the pro- 
ceedings of said caucus and shall be 
prima facie evidence in any court that 
such person took said oath and voted 
in said caucus.

The Discovery of a Oraauto*. 


About a mile east of Dumbarton Book, 


in the Firth of Clyde, a dwelling on 
piles, or cranoog, has been discovered 
below high water mark, some 50 yards 
from the low water mark. It is 184 feet 
iu cironmference, tbe outer circle of 
pi lea being of oak wood, tbarpened with 
•tone axes. Tbe transverse beams and 
floor are of oak, willow, elder and 
branobaj of fir. beach and hsscl, witb 
bracken (ferns), moss and chips.

Flint mnd Steel. 


A visitor from Central America who 


was in the city recently attracted a good 
deal of attention about his hotel by his 
dexterous use of a flint and steel cigar 
lighter.

•How to Prepare a Cheap 


• 
Thanksgiving Feast, j 


In preparing the Thanksgiving feast. 


few women can speak so authoritative- ' 
ly as Mrs. Gesine Lemcke, the well 
known writer and lecturer on culinary 
subjects. In years of demonstration be- 
fore classes, sometimes of women of 
wealth and fashion, sometimes of work- 
ingmen's-wives, and with the range of 
experience thus acquired, Mrs. Lemcke't 
opinion is of equal value to the family 
able to order a sumptuous banquet and 
to the one which must get along with a 
modest meal that shall cost not more 
than 25 cents for each person. 


"For a Thanksgiving dinner," says 


Mrs. Lemcke, "one of the chief consid- 
erations is the turkey. For a family of 
ten a turkey weighing eight or ten 
pounds will do. A young gobbler is the 
best bird to buy. Tbe age may be judged 
by the condition of the lower part of 
the breastbone. If this \°. stiff, the 
turkey is old and can be only used for 
boiling or braising, but if the breast- 
bone is soft and pliable the flesh of the 
bird will be found tender and palata- 
ble. A good turkey costs on an average 
18 cents a pound. There are cheaper 
ones, but they are seldom so good, and 
as the turkey is the piece de resistance 
on most Thanksgiving dinner tables it 
should be chosen with care." 


Now, in regard to serving the dinner, 


the table should be placed under the 
chandelier, which is of course decorated 
with smilax or some other festive green. 
The smilax or other vine twined about 
the chandelier may be arranged to fall 
over the table in four strips. These 
may be fastened at each corner of the 
table with a bunch of flowers. A hand- 
some bowl or basket, filled either with 
chrysanthemums or maidenhair fern 
and roses, may flank each end of the 
board if the table is a long one. A 
stand, artistically arranged with the 
fruits of the season, may be placed be- 
tween the flowers. Another stand, filled 
With nuts and raisins, should be placed 
opposite one filled with fancy cakes, 
Three dishes of celery and three of 
olives should be In the places between. 


In arranging the individual dishes, on 


the right hand side of each plate place 
an oyster fork, a knife and a soup 
epoon; 'on th« loft place a fork. Before 
each plate should be a small saltcellar, 
the napkin lying at the right side; at 
the right of each cover a glass for water 
and a wineglass for each kind of wine 
to be served. Besides these a menu 
card, a rose tied with a narrow silk 
ribbon for each lady and a buttonhole 
bouquet for each gentleman should be 
placed at each plate. 


When Che guest* arc seated, the oys- 
ters art served, and as soon as these 
are finished th* plate* are removed. 
Next a dinner plate goes before eacb 
JWBOH, and the soup Is served. When 
this i* finished, remove the plates and 
•erv* the fish. Serve a small portion of 
the flsh, a little of the dressing and a 
potato, either plain bolted or one of the 
balls. When the diners have finished 
the fish, these plates are also removed. 


Alter these'comes lemon sherbet In 
glasses. Then the crowning dish of the 
feast, the turkey, i* brought on. On 
each plat* I* placed a small slice of the 


white and a small slice of the dark 
meat, with a little of the dressing and a 
spoonful of gravy. A small quantity of 
potato souffle goes with each plate. At 
the same time the salad, the cranber- 
ries and the stewed onions are served 
on small individual dishes. After this 
course all side dishes, saltcellars, etc., 
are removed, leaving nothing but the 
flowers, fruits and cakes. 


At this stage of the dinner the plum 


pudding is served, and each guest re- 
ceives a small piece of pumpkin pie. 
Then the finger bowls, each containing 
a slice of lemon, are placed before the 
guests. The fruits and nuts are then 
passed around, and the coffee, very 
strong and In small cups, is served, 


If wines are served with the dinner, 


they may be used as follows: With oys- 
ters, sherry; with fish, sauterne or oth- 
er white wine; with roast turkey, cham- 
pagne.

souffle potato balls and the sherbet. 


Of the turkey Mrs. Lemcke says: "Se- 


lect a young turkey, singe, draw and 
wash quickly in cold water. Wipe dry 
with a towel, then season the inside 
with a half tablespoonful of salt. Pill 
the crop and body with forcemeat. Sew 
the turkey up, twist the wings over its 
back and run a skewer through the 
thighs into the body. Pass a string across 
the back of the bird, crossing it below the 
breast, then catch it over the points of 
the skewer. Cross the string again and 
tie it in the back. Rub one tablespoon- 
ful of salt all over the turkey and place 
it in a roasting pan. Spread two ounces 
of butter over the breast, then place the 
pan in a medium hot oven to roast. 
Turn often and baste freely with Its 
own gravy till the bird is light brown 
on all sides. Add one cupful of boiling 
water and continue to roast, basting 
frequently till done, which will take 


loaf of bread In cold water until soft, 
then inclose it in a towel and press dry. 
Place a saucepan with four tablespoon- 
fuls of finely chopped onion ov-»r the 
fire, add an ounce, of butter, stir and 
cook flye minutes without browning. 
Add the bread, continue to stir and 
cook five minutes. Turn the bread into 
a dish, and when cold mix it with a 
pound of finely chopped fresh pork from 
the loin or tenderloin. Season with an 
even tablespoonful of salt, an even tea- 
spoonful of pepper, half a teaspoonful 


crumbs. Pry them to a fine golden col- 
or in hot fat lard, and then place them 
on blotting paper for a few minutes 
and serve with travtette sauce. 


"In concocting the traviette sauce put 


a cup of canned tomatoes in a sauce- 
pan; add a. teaspoonful of butter, one- 
quarter teaspoonful of white pepper, the 
same of salt and sugar; cook six to 
eight minutes: then rub the tomatoes 
through a sieve.

Season them with a table- 
spoonful of salt and half a teaspoonful 
of pepper. Cut the fillet* In half, lay 
them In a covered dish, sprinkle over 
two tablcipoonfuls of lemon juice, add 
two onions cut into slice* and half ft 
bunch of parsley and three.. spri«B of 
thyme. Cover. and let stand an hour. 
Twenty minutes before serving lay th* 
fillets on a napkin and wipe them dry. 
Dust them with flour, then dip euch 
fillet separately Into beaten egg and 
cover with bread crumb* or cracker 


eight coarsely pounded whole pepptrs 
on the stove. Reduce by boiling till 
nearly dry: then remove and put it 
aside till cold. Then add the yolks of 
four eggs, set the saucepan 'in hot wa- 
ter, add by degrees four ounce* of but- 
ter (In small pieces) and stir constant- 
ly. Add four tablespoonful* warm water, 
ateaspoonful liquid beef extract, an even 
teaspoonful of salt; e«t the saucepan in 
a pan of hot water over the fire and 
stir till the content* thicken; then re- 
move and strain through a fin* sieve 
into a bowl. Add the tomatoes and 
three or four tablevpeonful* of wh!pp*d 
cream: then serve. 
"To make potato souffle, boll a quart 


of peeled and washed potatoes with • 
tablespoonful of salt and a quart of wa- 
ter. 
When done, drain off the water, 
mash tire potntoe* fine and mix them 
with a cup of milk, an ounce of butter 
and the yolks of two eggs. Add' the 
whites, beaten to a stlir froth. Put the 
potatoes la • «JI»h, nwk* si* dent* with 


a knife on top of each and put in each 
dent a small piece of butter. Set the 
dish in a hot oven and bake light 
brown: then serve in the same dish. 


"To make the royal soup take two 


pounds of shank beef, some veal bones, 
and if convenient some poultry trim- 
mings. Cover with cold water, add half 
a tablespoonful of salt, then place in a 
kettle over the fire. While this comes to 
a boil cut two large onions into thick 
slices and broil them over the fire till 
they have obtained a dark brown color, 
then add them, with a small carrot, a 
Seek and a bouquet, to the soup. Cover 
the kettle and boil two hours. In the 
.neantime mix three well beaten eggs 
with three tablespoonfuls of water and 
t'"-r>e tablespoonfuls of milk seasoned 
uith one-quarter teaspoonful of nut- 
.-opp and the same of salt. Pour the 
mixture into a small buttered bowl. 
Twenty minutes before serving place 
ihe bowl in a pan of water, so that it 
reaches half way up the bowl. Set it in 
the oven to bake until' the custard is 
firm to the touch, then remove. Strain 
the broth through a napkin, remove the 
fat and add if necessary more salt. 
Pour the soup into a tureen. Cut with 
a teaspoon small portions from the cus- 
tard, drop them into the soup and 
serve. 


"The bouquet which is added to the 


soup can be obtained by placing on top 
of three clean sprigs of parsley a sprig 
of thyme, a bay leaf, two cloves, a 
blade of mace and nine whole peppers. 
Fold the parsley around the herb and 
spice so as to inclose them entirely, 
then tie it tightly with a white string. 


"For the potato balls peel six large 


potatoes, cut into round balls with a 
vegetable cutter, place in a saucepan, 
cover with cold water, add one-half a 
tablespoonful of salt and boil five min- 
utes, then drain off the water. Melt an 
ounce of butter in a saucepan, add tha 
potatoes and cook till done, tossing oc- 
casionally. Sprinkle over a teaspoonful 
of finely chopped parsley and serve. 


"Lemon sherbet takes one cup lemon 


Juice, two cups of sugar and three cups 
of cold water. Stir till dissolved, then 
freeze till thick. 
Serve in sherbet 


glasses." 


Of course the bill of fare can bo 


varied to suit the different preferences 
and pocketbooks of various families. 
To make an estimate of the cost it 
should be stated that oysters are as a 
rule In cents a dozen, the soup will cost 
about 28 cents, the fillet of sole and. 
sauce about 50 cents, tho turkey IS 
cents a pound, the cranberry sauce 
about 15 cents, the mashed potatoes and 
turnips 5 cents, the creamed onions 10 
cents, the potato souffle 10 cents, dross- 
ing for the turkey about 10 cents, plum 
pudding 2» ceais, and pumpkin pie ~a 
cents.

HELPfUL HINT5 


To Prevent Drain Pipes From Stop- 


ping.—Pour a hot solution of potash 
down the pipe every month or two. 


To Prevent the Unpleasant Odor of 


Paint.—A fresh cut onion left in a room 
newly painted will prevent greatly if 
not entirely the offensive odor of the 
paint. 


Pie dishes are very liable to crack aft- 


er being' used for milk puddings if 
washed in the usual way. To prevent 
this the dish chould be soaked in cold 
water for a 'short time before being 
washed in hot water. To remove any 
stain rub well with a little dry kitchen 
salt, then rinse in clean water. 


To Remove Discoloration Caused by 


Rruises.—If the eye or any other part 
be blackened by a fall or a blow, ap- 
ply a cloth wrung out of very warm wa- 
ter and renew it until the pain cease«. 
The moisture and heat liquefy the 
blood and send it back to its proper 
channel. Use warm water or hot, but 
never cold water, to a bruise. 


To Prevent Moths In Woolens and 


Furs.—Saturate bits of thick flannel 
with oil of turpentine. Wrap these up 
separately in clean woolen or cotton 
cloths to prevent the oil from injuring 
the articles among which they arc- 
placed. 
Three or four pieces of this 


flannel placed among woolen clothes 
or furs in a box or drawer will protect 
them from moths for five or six months. 


Care of Beds.—Feather beds should 


be shaken every day and turned. Let 
the 
bedroom window be wide open 


while you perform this operation. Turn 
mattressss also every day. 


To Clean Gold Ornaments.—Wash in 


warm soap and water. Put the articles 
while wet in a bag of bran or sawdust 
and shake gently xmtil dry- They will 
look almost like new. Boxwood sawdust 
is the best. 


To Make Teeth White.—A mixture of 


honey with the purest vegetable char- 
coal will prove an admirable cleanser.

Amherst defeated Williams Satur- 


day afternoon by the score of 16 to 5. 
It was the final 
game 
in the tri- 


angular league championship series, 
and leaves Williams at the bottom of 
the list, instead of in second place, 
where all the Williams men confidently 
expected to see the Berkshire college. 


The result of the game was a blind- 


ing &urpribe to Williams, and was al- 
most as unexpected by the Amherst 
supporters. The 
narrow margin by 


which Dartmouth won from Williams, 
after burying Amherst completely out 
of sight, had made a Williams victory 
Saturday seem 
almost certain and 


while the more conservative Williams 
men expected a small score on account 
of the wet day and Amherst's proverb- 
ial Weston-fleld luck, defeat was un- 
dreamed 
of. 
Williamstown was a 


mournful place after the game, while 
the 200 Amherst enthusiasts went wild 
with delight 


The surprising result is directly due 


to two things, the wet field and a com- 
plete change in Amherst's style of 
play since its game with Dartmouth. 
Much of Williams' work this season 
has been on trick plays, which on a 
dry field have worked to perfection, 
and enabled the good showing against 
Dartmouth. On a field of mud they 
were useless. Amherst's tactics were 
monotonously simple. It was a "guards 
back" game from start to finish. Wil- 
liams was prepared for this, but the 
heavy formation with its big momen- 
tum could not be stopped on a field 
where a player slid from two to five 
yards after being tackled. Amherst 
saw the advantage it held in the first 
half dozen line ups and from that 
time on "guards back" was used with 
scarcely an exception. Just one end 
play was tried by the visitors and after 
a slippery skate across the field, the 
runner was downed with no gain. 


The field could not have been worse. 


It was 110'yards long, the regulation 
width, and from four to six inches 
deep. Five minutes after play began 
every man was plastered with mud 


j so that not an inch of white was 


visible on any of the 22 players. Faces, 
hair, eyes, ears, and uniforms were 
alike a rich, thick, brown. After nearly 
every play one or two men had to 
have their faces sponged off, in order 
to open their eyes at all. In the second 
half the Williams men appeared with 
a supply of towels and wiped then 
hands off after every play, v, hile th-j 
Amherst men used a blanket for the 
samo purpose. But it was almost use- 
less to try to hold the ball and fumbles 
were the rule. In this, however, Wil- 
liams was much worse than Amherst, 
and in the first half hardly had pos- 
session of the ball at all after the first 
five minutes. 


Amherst kicked off at 2.10 in a rain 
that lasted through the game. Wil- 
liams'carried the ball to Amherst's 10- 
yard line, when a fumble lost it, and 
after indecisive playing for a few min- 
utes, Amherst took the ball near the 
middle of the field and slid down 
towards 
Williams' goal 
without a 


break, scoring a touchdown in 17 
minutes of play. Whitney kicked goal. 
The second touchdown came in sevei 
more minutes and the first half ended 
with the score 11 to 0. 


In the second half Amherst quickly 


had the ball down to Williams' five- 
yard line. Then by magnificent work 
Williams held the Amherst players 
without an inch of gain and took the 
ball. A Williams kicker went behind 
the goal line to punt, but a poor pas? 
compelled him to pick up the ball and 
run. With Amherst men almost on 
him, 
he dodged back into the crov.'d of 


spectators and reappeared in the field 
at the other side of the goal posts. 
But he was downed before he had a

to gain and 
Amherst soon 


added a third touchdown to its score. 


Williams took a big brace after this 


and went from the center of the field 
for a touchdown as easily as Amherst 
had done it before.

Very Peculiar Appearance 


of Some Queer Political 


Dodgers. 


SOME HAVE BEEN TORN IN TWO 


And it is Said Only One Part Will Be 


Distributed. 
Appeal to Demo- 


crats to Attend Republican 


Caucuses Meets Trouble. 


For some days there have been rumors 
that the supporters of John Parker as 
the republican candidate for mayor, 
were planning to fill the republican 
caucuses tomorrow night with demo- 
cratic voters. 
The republican city 


committee has known this, and has 
published in the newspapers a warning 
to voters, in the form of the caucus 
law. This section in full will be found 
in another column today, and may be 
referred to in connection with the fol- 
lowing facts. 


There have bepn printed dodgers, it 


is not known by whom, on this sub- 
ject, which were evidently calculated 
to induce democrats to attend tomor- 
row's republican caucuses, and sup- 
port the Parker delegates. These dod- 
gers were headed wiih an appeal to 
voters, and this was followed with a 
brief extract from the caucus laws, 
which was interpreted to mean that 
any democrat who didn't vote in the 
democratic state caucuses this year 
could enter the republican caucuses. 
Nothing was said about that part of 
the law that compels the voter, when 
challenged, to take oath that he is in 
sympathy with the party. 


It is alleged that 3,000 of these were 


printed, and that they were to be freely 
distributed among the democrats. But 
the plans seem to have been suddenly 
changed. A good many rumors may 
have reached the ears of the man- 
agers that there might be legal trouble 
if these were distributed. The latest 


This makes practically two dodgers 


in halves and it is said now that only 
one part will be distributed, 
move is therefore to tear the dodgers 
out of the original one. The first half 
reads as follows: 


ATTEND THE REPUBLICAN 
CAU- 


CUSES IN YOUR WARD THIS YEAR 
AND VOTE FOR 1IEI.11UATIS8 WHO 
WILL NOMINATE JOHN PARKER 
FOR MAYOR. 


It will be seen that this Is an appeal 


to all voters, and not merely to the ! 
democrats. It is assumed that this is 
the half which will be 
distributed. 


The other part, when torn off, contains 
the democratic application, but does 
not mention the names of any candi- 
date. It reads as follows: 


The following is an extract from the 


Laws governing Caucuses, Acts of 1898, 
Chap. 54S, Sec. 91: 


"No person having voted in the Cau- 


cus of one political party shall be en- 
titled to vote or take part in the Cau- 
cuses of another political party WITH- 
IN 
THE 
ENSUING 
TWELVE 


MONTHS." 


According to this, ANT VOTER who 


did not vote in the Democratic State 
caucuses for the year 1S98, has the right 
to vote at the Republican Municipal 
Caucuses THIS YEAR. 


If this is distributed, it will be an 


anonymous circular, and it can be 
claimed to be in the interests of no one 
candidate. 
It looks very much as 


though the leaders of this political 
trick had been scared into wisdom, and 
it is probable that the voters they in- 
tended to influence, will follow their 
example, and attend their own party 
caucuses. 


Chose Wrong Delegates. 


Two cases have baen reported to this 


office in which names have been placed 
on the Parker lists, whose owners are 
not Parker men. In ward 5 Mr. Par- 
ker has on his list the name of Josiah 
Faulkner. Mr. Faulkner says this was 
done without his knowledge, that he is 
a Cady man, and that he will not 
serve on Mr. Parker's list. 


In ward 3 Eugene Franchere's name 


is on Mr. Parker's list. Mr. Franchere 
says he is a Cady delegate, and that 
his name was put on the Parker list 
"by mistake."
